Editing the State Department,

The secretary of state at Washington has
from time to time met with some difficulty
in separating his private and official ecapaci-
tien. He has frequently expressed In official
documents sentiments he has an undoubted
right 1o hold individually, but which do not
volee the utterance of the people of the United
States. For this reason. the senite has ap-
pointed » committee to confer with Mr. Bryan,
especinlly dealing with the payment to Colombia
of $25,000,000 for Lhe canal strip, and the
langunge of the message that goes with it,

The obsequiousness of our diplomatic deal-
Ings with Colomblg clearly transcend the re-
quirements of polite intercourse bolween na-
tions. The secretary was very likely led into
his extravagance of apology through a partisan
dealre to discredit a (ormer republlcan presi-
dent, This is not the only example of ill-ad-
vised correspondence emanating from the Deé-
partment of State during the present adminis-
tration. When “Pancho' Villa rides on his
ralds through Mexico, he carries with him a
note slgned by Mr. Bryan, expressing appre-
clation for the “restoration of peace’ and other
mervices." '

Admiration may be indulged for the efforts
of the administration o muintain itself on a
demooratie footing: but the people have a
right to expect more of dignity than has been
exhibited In our relutlons with the smaller
countries of the world. Not becanse they are
small, but because tha United States is big, and,
whila it is generous, it is entitled to command
respect, o

1815 and 1915,

A seriop of epocha) events (n the history of
tho year 1815 are remarkable for thelr resem-
blance to European history now in the making,
wand In thelr unbroken relationship extending
through the century with the happenings of to-
day. A comparison of thess events with existing
conditions In Burope presents instructive colnei-
dences and parallels which fashion a qualified
answer to the queation, "“Does history repeat
Itself "

One hundred years ago Europe was warring
against the military dictatorship of Napoleon.
The greatest battle of that struggle and the eli-
nmax of the war were staged on the fleld of
Waterloo, a reglon which has beon ravaged by
rmmdlu armies in the present war. The
line-up of the allied nations in 1515 was notably
different from that of today. All Burope was
srrayed against Napoleon, with honors of valor
and victory divided between Briton and Prus
slan. Toduy the allles are Great Britain, France,
Russia, Servia and Japan, battling against Ger-
many, Austris and Turkey.

Precisely as the allies of 18105 battled against
the domination of French militariam, the allles
of today clalm that thelr fight is a fight against
the military domination of the Germanie race.
The paraliel affords tempting material for
prophecy and speculation.

The united Germany of toduy was not even
& kingly dream & cenlury ago, Prusgla then
was the moal powerful of the various surround-
ing principalities and minor kingdoms, each jnal-
ous of the other, without a semblance of unity
or cohesfon. But in that year of big events
Otto von Bismarck, the great Prussian states-
man, was born. Destiny picked Bismarck to
mold snd cast the German empire in its present
form, with Prussia as the mn’ter power In Ita
mirvelous development. Thus'in a large meas-
ure the downfall of Napoleoni#m at Waterloo
freed Purope from the constant menase of mili-
tary dictation and enabled the units of the Teu-

race W bulld the foundation upem which
supersiructure of United Germany was
reared. The defeat of the French in 1815 gave
Prussla a measure of its fighting power and the
second French defeat in 1870-71 completed Dis-
marek's plans for the German empire.

In yot soother significant way the kinship
of the two years I8 In evidence., In March of
the former year the treaty of Vienns was signed,
by which Itallan provinces were ceded to Aus-
tris. In the mighty struggle of today the re-
turn of these provinces to Italy sare generally
regarded as the price of Itallan neutrality. By
the same trealy Belgium war ceded to Holland
&nd wiped off the map as an Independent king-
dom. Now all the resources of the Britiah em-
pire, military and naval, are exerted for the
maintenance of Belgium as g buffer state.

Oue hundred years ago Poland was granted
a new constitution and CUracow declared g free
republic. Today Poland snd Cracow, stripped
of independance and parcelled out between Rus-
sla, Austris and Germany, are devastated by the
mighty arimios of natlons responsible for the
plunder,

It seenmr peculiariy fiting that 1815, the
year of greal. wars, great memn and shaken
thrones, should alwo have marked the organiza-
tion of the first peace society in the world.

In the years spanving the life of the Amer-
lean republic there bhave been twenily-one dis-
astrous earthquakes recorded in Italy, entalling
& life loss of 266,000, exclusive of the presant
calamity. Despite the éver-present danger of
earth tremore, (housands of people occupy
homes ob the sides of precipitous mountains
which a very slight shake would tumble down
bupdreds, U not thousands of feet. Even the
periodieal belchings of Vesuvius do not scare
away the thoussnds whose homes and gardens
eling to its sides,
